TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


The effect o f Cham berlain's Late Bir­ 
m ingham Speech. 
[ Record- Unions special 
cablcoratns—copy­ 
righted.] 
London, March 15th.—The impression 
made by Chamberlain’s remarkable speech 
at Birmingham is not on the whole favor­ 
able to a Liberal reunion. The speech is 
regarded as an admission of the failure of 
the round-table conference. 
The Irish re­ 
sent strongly his strong statement of the 
points ou which he declares it impossible 
to make concession. 
The Liberals are 
rather taken aback by his calm declaration 
that, after all, the only man who really 
stands in the way of the reunion of tbe 
party is Gladstone. They pretest against 
that view, but concede, 
however, that 
the speech 
is 
one 
which 
Gladstone 
alone can answer, unless ready to admit 
that it is unanswerable. Tbe sum of the 
whole matter is that Chamberlain is con­ 
ciliatory in language, but immovable in 
things vital. S irGeorge Trevelyan, more­ 
over, is believed io have returned to his 
former moorings, from which he driited at 
the Devonshire Club. 
Stories of Cabinet dissension continue to 
circulate. They all hang on the supposed 
difference between Salisbury and Gosclien 
on Irish matters, but they can hardly 
aruouu t to much. Goscheu, before agreeing 
to enter the Ministry, went over the whole 
ground, and found himself able to agree 
in principle with his present colleagues, 
and nothing has since occurred to modify 
the fundamental condition of the land or 
other Irish questions. If things have got 
worse, from a Tory point of view, it is be­ 
cause 
of Ministerial 
irresolution and 
timidity. 
“ No coercion bill after Easter,” is the 
latest watchword. The bill will be brought 
in when, if ever, the cloture has been 
adopted; but no serious effort will be 
made to pass it into a law for some weeks 
to come. Other stories of Tory revolt and 
coming dissolution are new flights of old 
canards. 
Dillon’s speech at Tipperary proves that 
he, at least, is superior to discouragement, 
whether from Chamberlain’s stubbornness 
or the imminence of coercion. His pres­ 
ent line is to warn magistrates and police 
that they would better not have much to do 
with coercion, since home rule is sure to 
come. One sentence of Dillon is curious 
enough to deserve quoting in fu ll: 
“ There is no magistrate nor policeman 
in Ireland who does not know in his heart 
that Parnell will be ruler of this country 
in a year or two.” 
That might seem to be careless expres­ 
sion, but a little later in his speech Dillon 
says again : “They know perfectly well 
that I’arnell will be their master, as he will 
be master of the country, within a very 
short time.” Such declarations are used 
with great effect in England to alienate 
Liberal sympathy.

Surf bathing at Long Beach, Los Angeles 
county, has begun for the seuson, and is 
enjoyed by hundreds of excursionists. 
Herr Falbe, an Austrian who says he 
predicted the recent earthquakes, predicts 
more for April, and perhaps a few for May. 
Secretary Daniel 
Manning sailed for 
Europe on the steamer Arizona yesterday. 
He was accompanied by his wife and 
daughter. 
J. N. Webster, aged 70 years, while en 
route to California, fell from a railroad 
train near El Paso on Sunday, aud shortly 
afterward died of his injuries. 
While engaged in cleaning and reloading 
his Winchester rifle, Hiram White, a well- 
known and prominent citizen of Taylor, 
Arizona, accidentally shot himself. 
The public hangman in London on Mon­ 
day executed a female namesake, Mrs. 
Berry. Site is the sixth woman who has 
been hanged there during the last fifty 
years. 
At the regular meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
March 17th, the proposition wilt be con­ 
sidered to extend the road to Portland— 
about 214 miles. 
A fashionable London doctor has startled 
folks by asserting that tight lacing is a pub­ 
lic benefit.

Late on Saturday night a small boat in 
which were Constantine and John, two 
Greek fishermen, who were crossing Car- 
quinez straits, swamped and capsized, and 
the former was drowned. 
There is widespread consternation about 
Atlanta, Ga., owing to the prevalence of 
rabies in dogs.

John Welch has bonded 1,600 acres, situ­ 
ated from one and a half to seven miles 
west of town, at $50 an acre, and the agent 
of Eastern immigrants is now consummat­ 
ing the sale in sniail tracts.

ROAMING KEDsIilN'S. 


Aitaclie R enegades A gain Abroad in Ari­ 
zona. 
[Special telegrams to the Record Uxion.] 


T o m b so n e , March 15th.—Jim Tate, who 
has been prospecting in the Dragoon Moun­ 
tains, arrived in this city last night, and re­ 
ports seeing three Indians between the 
houre oi 3 and 4 p. M. yesterday. The first 
sight they got of the Indians they were 
rapidly crossing the Sulphur Spring valley, 
about four miles southeast of Bauer's 
ranch, and mistook them for some ranch­ 
ers who had lost some stock, and paid no 
more attention to them. About one hour 
after, Tate, who was in a secluded little 
gulch, hearing a noise where they had 
three horses and a burro hobbled, looked 
tip, and not thirty fee, from him he saw 
three armed 
Indian», each of 
whom 
was splendidly mounted on an American 
horse, and in the act of lassoing his horse. 
The Indians were so inlent on securing his 
animal, which was the best one. that they 
did not observe him at all. Tate and com 
panion attacked the hostiles, who broke 
and ran up the steep mountain side, leav­ 
ing a rope, etc., behind in their fl’ght. The 
place was so rugged and steep that a 
bowlder rolled down at every step of the 
horses. 
One of the horses tumbled over 
while going up. but was on his feet in an 
instant. 
Tate 
had 
been 
prospec'.ing 
three 
hours before, 
and 
said 
that 
he had 
to 
crawl 
and climb where 
the 
Indians led 
their 
forses. 
At 
that time he noticed several puffs of sand 
high up on the mountain, and supposed it 
was a bear scratching for roots, but is now 
of the opinion that it was an Indian 
signal, and thinks that there may be other 
Indians in the mountains who have no 
horses, and that these Indians are some 
few that have stolen off from the reserva­ 
tion and are on a liorse-stealing expedi­ 
tion.

Confirm the above. 
More Indians have 
been seen in the same vicinity, and fears 
are entertained of another outbreak.

Indians were going south when seen to­ 
day.

THE 
JUDICIAL 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT, 


Two constitutional amendments relating 
to our judicial system will be voted upon 
by the people within the next four weeks 
that should 
prevail. 
The first 
pro­ 
poses that the Supreme Court shall, as now, 
consist of seven Justices. When the first 
vacancy occurs in the office of Chief J ustice, 
it is to be filled by election from among the 
Justices, and by their votes. Why this 
rule has not always prevailed with us—it 
is so eminently wise—no one can explain 
with credit to the State. 
The term 
for a 
Chief Justice, so 
chosen, is fixed at four years. 
The 
departments are to be retained. Under 
our 
present 
system 
the 
concurrence 
of 
three 
Justices 
in 
a 
department 
is 
necessary 
to pronounce 
a 
judg­ 
ment. 
The amendment proposes to re­ 
duce the number to two, but requires the 
of three as essential to the trans­ 
action of any business. The change is to 
expedite the business of the Court, and 
we believe will have that effect, by in­ 
creasing the number of cases that may be 
under examination at one time by either 
of the two departments of the Court. 
The Supreme Court Commission, while 
retaining its present title, it is proposed 
shall be devoted to the work of a depart­ 
ment, and given as full power to render 
judgments as a 
department of elected 
Justices, and cases from the Commission 
may be heard in bank, as in the case of 
departments. 
But the Commissioners are 
to exercise no judicial functions except 
when sitting in commission, and the Com­ 
mission is to exist but four years, unless 
the Legislature, by a two-thirds vote, and 
with the Executive approval, extends the 
time. As now constituted tiie Commis­ 
sioners 
are 
little 
more 
than 
secre­ 
taries to 
the Court; 
their findings 
of 
law 
must be 
reviewed 
by the 
Court, and if that is well done, very little 
expedition results from their labors. 
The 
proposition, therefore, to give the Court 
this third department—which it practically 
is—to enable it to overtake its calendar 
> 
t 
> 
now far ahead of the tribunal, is a good 
one, and amounts to an increase of our 
Supreme Court Justices to ten for the next 
four years, and for such longer time as the 
Legislature deems expedient. This aug­ 
mentation of the working force of the 
Court isa necessity, and is really economic 
in dollars and cents and iu the time of lit­ 
igants, and will hasten the breaking up of 
the gorge of business upon the dockets. 
It is proposed that, as now, the Justices 
shall be elected for twelve years. At the 
general election iu 1890 three are to be 
chosen by the electors for the full term, 
and at the general election every fourth 
year thereafter two are to he elected for 
full terms, except that in every twelfth 
year thereafter three shall l>e elected for 
full terms. Under the present arrange­ 
ment Justices were classified as to terms 
by lot. 
A most important proposed change in 
the organio law is that relative to disqual­ 
ification. 
As it stands, the Constitution 
makes no provision for the displacement 
of a Justice who, for any reason, becomes 
incapaciated for duty, and the embarass- 
rnent occasioned hv the omission, is famil­ 
iar to all the people. 
Under the amend­ 
ment, for mental or physical disqualifica­ 
tion any Justice may be retired upon 
certification of incapacity being made to 
the Governor by five of the seven Justices. 
When such a certificate is presented to the 
Governor, the office is to liecome vacant 
immediately, and the Justice so retired is 
to receive a salarv-pcnsion of $200a month 
for t he remainder of the term for which 
he was elected. The Governor is to fill 
the vacancy by appointment for the unex­ 
pired 
term. 
In 
order, evidently, 
to 
meet the present situation created by 
the death of Chief Justice Morrison, the 
amendment is made to read that if a va­ 
cancy occurs in the office of Chief Justice 
before the expiration of the term of the 
“ present incumbent,” the Governor is to 
“ appoint a Justice to hold office as Jus­ 
tice” until January, 1891. 
If the Governor should fill the vacancy 
under the Constitution as it now stands, 
his appointee will remain Chief Justice 
until the next general election, two years 
hence, which would postpone by that much 
the introduction of the system of having 
the Chief Justice chosen bv and from the 
Justices. 
If, 
however, the Governor 
should refrain from appointing for a few 
weeks 
longer, 
as 
it 
is 
believed 
he 
will, 
and the 
amendment should 
be adopted, he will then appoint a Justice, 
and the full bench of Justices will elect 
from among their number a Chief Justice. 
The amendment would have been more 
commendable if, after providing for the re­ 
moval of disabled members of the Court, it 
had also provided that Justices thus re­ 
tired should be pensioned for life. It ill be­ 
comes the State of California, after engag­ 
ing out the best part of a man’s life upon 
the Supreme bench, in labors that may re­ 
sult in his physical or mental incapacity to 
continue his service beyond a certain 
point, to turn him adrift iqion the world. 
Such a Justice cannot return to the prac­ 
tice of the law, and he is not adapted by 
the habit of his life to any other vocation. 
For the few remaining years left to him he 
should be given a fair income from the 
bounty of the State. 
By such a policy we 
would command the best talent for the 
chief tribunal of tbe State, and give men 
of ability to understand that in their old 
age and infirmity the State, however well 
it may have paid for their services, will 
not abandon themselves and families to 
possible want. 
But this desirable end we 
cannot now attain, and the amendment 
proposed is so much better than tbe pres­ 
ent provisions of the Constitution, that it 
must commend itself to every voter of in-

I telligence. There should be no trivial ob- j 
jections raised to i t ; it does not seem jios- 
sib'.c to advance any strong ones. 
The second amendment to be voted upon 
on the 12th of April raises the salaries of 
Justices of the Supreme Court from $6, 
and $7,500, and fixes the salaries of 
Supreme Court Commissioners at $0,000. 
It raises the salaries of Superior Judges in 
San Francisco, Alameda, Los Angeles, 
Santa Clara, Yuba and Sutter combined, 
Sacramento, Butte, Nevada, San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Colusa and Tehama to 
$5,000 from $4,000, and in Tulare, Mon­ 
terey, Sonoma and San Joaquin from $3,­ 
000 to $4,000. The proposition is econ­ 
omic. It is in the direction of calling the 
best talent to the bench, and securing 
thereby the best results. The State ought 
to have as good service from its Judges as 
private individuals can secure from their 
attorneys, and she ought to pay as well for 
it. The sums proposed as rewards for both 
classes of Judges are not in excess of the 
labors’ demand—indeed, had the salaries 
of the Supreme Court Justices been placed 
at $10,000 they would not have been too 
high, nor have secured to the occupants of 
the bench greater return than their abili­ 
ties would command in practice at the bar. 
Like the Amendment Number One, num- 
lier two should be, and we believe will lie, 
adopted by a majority vote so heavy as 
lie practically unanimous.

POPULAR MISCONCEPTION 
CONCERN­ 
ING PERILS OF TRAVEL BY RAIL. 


The two recent frightful disasters upon 
Eastern railroads have led to considerable 
comment upon the precautions taken by 
railway managers to assure the safety’ of 
passengers. Railroad companies transport 
at a higher rat* of speed than any other 
carriers; they are therefore put ujion their 
mettle to make the danger involved as dis­ 
proportionate, in a decreasing ratio, to the 
speed employed, and the great number of 
people carried, as is possible. Still, human 
foresight cannot prev.ent accidents, and now 
and then great ones. Naturally on the 
occurrence of one of these the people look 
to the railroad company involved to ex­ 
plain, and if culpable, hold it to ac­ 
countability. 
A San Francisco contemporary says: 
If things go on as they have been going o 
late, the chances of death iu railroad travel will 
almost equal the average ot safety. In trusting 
themselves to a train ot cars, it will be like toss­ 
ing a copper whether the passengers will live to 
reach their destination or perish by accident on 
the way. 
This is raw extravagance and wild 
speculation. The truth is, as statistics 
show, and the actuaries of Accident Insur­ 
ance Companies are prepared to demon­ 
strate, there are fewer lives lost, and fewer 
injuries to persons, in travel by rail, in 
proportion to the number of passengers 
and the distance traversed, than in travel 
by, or distance achieved, by any other 
modes of conveyance. The disproportion 
of fatality’ and injury to the whole number 
is so great, indeed, as to reduce the cost of 
accident policies to the lowest assurance 
rate known. When the millions of people 
carried, and billions of miles traversed by 
rail cars, are taken into the estimate, it 
wsll be found that the percentage of acci­ 
dent is lower by rail than by stage coach» 
steamer, private conveyance or sailing 
craft. This mus*, be accepted as conclusive 
proof that great care is taken in the busi. 
ness of passenger carriage; that rails and 
bridges and superstructures of all sorts 
crossed by the lines are made strongly, 
and tested thoroughly. Were it not so 
the facts of accidents would speedily make 
a counter showing. 
Moreover, there is vastly more of legis­ 
lation and supervision concerning the con­ 
struction of bridges and culverts, road 
crossings, rates of speed in populous dis­ 
tricts, precautions to be taken, strength of 
cars and method of construction of rail­ 
roads generally, thau concerning auy other 
modes or vehicles of carriage. Take it in 
New York and Massachusetts, for exam­ 
ple, and it will be found that laws and 
regulations upon these subjects are of tbe 
most exacting character, and that carriers 
by rail are in many respects held to stricter 
accountability for accidents thau are any 
other people in similar vocations. And it 
is right that this should be the rule, since 
no others are so intimately related to so 
large a number carried. 
In New York, says the Raiiroad Com­ 
mission, inspection and interposition by 
the State in all such matters, as to condi­ 
tion of rails, ties, ballast, brakes, ditching, 
couplings, bridges, and general security of 
the roads are most beneficial, and have re­ 
sulted in greatly improved conditions; and 
it finds such disregard of caution as de­ 
velops arises from ignorance of physical 
conditions rather than from indifl'erenee to 
public safety’. So complete are precau­ 
tions in that State—and it is not greatly 
in advance of many, and not at all of some 
others—that the report for 1885 show» 
that during that fiscal year “ not a single 
passenger by rail was killed by causes be­ 
yond his own control.” 
When we 
come 
to examine Poor's 
Manual, we find that in 1S85 there were 
carried in the State of New York no less 
than 48,865,332 passengers, with 1,111,­ 
536,570 miles 
traversed, 
and not 
a 
single passenger was killed by causes be­ 
yond his own control; while the Commis­ 
sioners’ report shows that out of that vast 
number but three were killed, and they’ by 
falling from cars, while by like cause fif­ 
teen were iujured in getting off and on 
trains in motion. In ad but 32 out of the 
total of 99 injured were hurt by causes be­ 
yond their own control, while 52 met with 
accident by their own misconduct or in- 
cautiou. 
Take it in California for the year 1885, 
there were carried by tbe railways of the 
State 11,994,395 passengers, and the pas­ 
senger movement by miles was 349,085,556, 
yet there can now be recalled as against 
those figures no great accident, nor such 
lass of life or injury chargeable to eauses 
lieyond personal control, as to impress 
either date or event notably upon t! e 
public mind. The truth is, that there is 
no 
device 
of man more intimately 
related to human beings in a way to in­ 
valve risk to life and limb, when travel­ 
ing, with so little actual loss of life or 
injury to person, as railroads. The case is 
clearly stated by the New York Railroad 
Commission: “Railroad managers are more 
and more impressed with the fact that 
accidents are expensive, cannot lie hashed 
up, and that expenditure of money neces­ 
sary to prevent them, is money well spent.” 
When it happens, as in the great whirl 
of events it will, that several great acci­ 
dents are concurrent in point of time, 
many people, like the contemporary whom 
* e quoted in the outset, rush to the con­ 
clusion that there is greatly increasing 
danger in travel by rail, and then we are 
told that if things go on in such a way the 
chances of death will he greater than of 
safety in railroad traveling, meaning that 
there is growth of neglect and incaution. 
All this is unreflecting chatter. The plain 
facts give the denial to such speculations. 


Some hundreds of people were recently j 
crushed to death in churches as the result 
of earthquake shocks; hut no one will 
therefore venture to say that it is growing 
dangerous to attend church. 
Let our contemporary rest easy, its 
manager takes absolutely far more risk, if 
statistics prove anything, in riding in his 
carriage in the streets of San Francisco 
than in crossing the continent by rail. 


To t h e Czar of the Russias the world is 
indebted for the latest sensation. 
He lias 
again been made the object of infamous 
attempts to murder. Russian bomb6, aimed 
originally against despotism, have been 
thrown on two or three occasions in Amer­ 
ica, but aimed against liberty, and those 
who did not see before, now begin to un­ 
derstand that whether the selected victim 
he Czar in St. Petersburg or a policeman 
in Chicago, the means are as infamous in 
the one case as in the other, and the men 
who employ such agencies are as much 
assassins in the one instance as the other 
Revolutions of merit never spring out 
such base beginnings, or employ such de 
testable and inhuman methods.

THE FRUIT UNION. 


A ctio n o f th e B o a rd o f D irecto rs L ook in g 
to S h ip p in g th is S ea so n ’s C rop. 
The session of the Board of Directors of 
the California Fruit Union, which closed 
yesterday in San Francisco, completed or­ 
ganization for the season’s campaign, and 
took action upon certain points which will 
interest all Iruit-growers. Much time was 
occupied in a general discussion as to the 
best methods of centralizing fruit for ship­ 
ment and hearing suggestions from Messrs. 
Palmer, of Minneapolis; Davidson, of Cin­ 
cinnati ; Porter aud Salsburv, 
Chicago ; 
Perry, of Denver, and Butts, of Council 
BluiTs, as to the best means of marketing 
California fruit in the Eastern States. The 
discussion disclosed a general opposition to 
the system of shipments in vogue last year, 
and the general sentiment seemed to be in 
favor of but one agent in each principal 
Eastern city, and that he should receive 
all shipments to the territory under his 
control. 
Among the Eastern fruit-declers present 
were H. Porter and Salisbury, of Chicago; 
Palmer, of Minneapolis ; Davidson, of Cin­ 
cinnati ; Butts, of Council Blufls, and Perry, 
of Denver. 
. 
A great deal of time was devoted to the 
election of a manager. 
As a result of tbe 
discussion, and action connected with the 
subject, the following resolutions were 
adopted: 
Resolved, T hat an executive com m ittee of three 
.-hall be appointed, consisting of th e G eneral 
M anager an d tw o D irectors, to serve during the 
term of th e Board. 
Resolved, T hat th e com m ittee shall m eet on 
W eonesday of every week during th e shipping 
season, at th e office of th e G eneral M anager, to 
exam ine th e books an d confer w ith th e officers; 
also to give the G eneral M anager such directions 
as m a y b e necessary, subject to th e approval of 
the Board of Directors at th e n ex t regular m eet- 
mg. 
Resolved, T h a t there shall he hu t one agent in 
each city, except w here fruit Is sold by auction, 
iu w hich case the shippers m ay have th e ir own 
consig n ee; provided, th e fruit is sold by the 
sam e auctioneer at the sam e tim e au d place. 
It was also resolved to make the fourth 
and last call of the 25 per cent, installment 
on the capital stock, and those not respond­ 
ing by May 1st will be debarred from all 
privileges in the Union. It was also re­ 
solved to recommend to the Board that all 
agents hereafter to be appointed be re­ 
quired to give bonds. 
It was determined to provide tbe neces­ 
sary means to send tbe President to the 
Eastern States as soon as possible, to ap­ 
point agents and make all other provisions 
for properly handling the fruit of the com­ 
ing season. Also to look over tbe ground 
and form estimates of the approximate 
quantities most desirable to be shipped to 
tbe various points at any time. 
Tbe National Bank of D. O. Mills & Co.. 
of Sacramento, was chosen as Treasurer of 
the Union. 
At the final session held yesterday tbe 
balloting for General Manager resulted in 
tbe election of L. W. Buck of Vacaville.

S e c t io n 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices.

A ny city containing a population of 
m ore th a n one hundred thousand inhabitants 
m av fram e a ch arter for its ow n governm ent, 
consistent w ith and subject to the Constitution 
and law s of th is State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, w ho shall have been lor at 
least five vears qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by' the qualified voters of such city, at 
anv general or special election, w hose duty It 
sh allb e. w itln n ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a ch arter for such city, 
w hich shall be signed in duplicate by th e m em ­ 
bers o f such Board, or a m ajority of them , and 
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term o f two vears. An entry of th e election of 
such Chief Justice sh all he m ade in th e m inutes 
of the Court aud signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever th ereafter a vacancy occurs in th e office of 
C hief Justice, a like election sh all be had to 
fiir such office for th e unex p ired te im . T he Su­ 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents or in bank, ! 
and shall alw ays be open for th e transaction of 
business. There shall be tw o departm ents, de­ 
nom inated respectively. D epartm ent One aud 
D epaitm ent Two. T he C hief Justice shall assign 
three of th e Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assignm ent m ay be changed by h im from 
tim e to tim e.

T he 
presence of three Justices shall*be necessary to 
transact any business in eith er of the d ep art­ 
m ents, except such as m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers, an d the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice shall apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, an d m ay. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before th e Court to be 
h eard and decided by th e Court in bank. The 
order m ay be m ade before or alter judgm ent 
pronounced by a departm ent; bu t w here a cause 
nas been allotted to one of the departm ents, and 
a judgm er t pronounced thereon, th e o rder m ust 
be m ade w ithin th irty days after such judgm ent, 
and concurred in by tw o Justices, an d if so i 
m ade it shall have th e effeet to vacate an d set 
aside th e judgm ent. A ny four Justices m ay, 
eith er before or after judgm ent by a depart 
m ent, order a case to be neard in bank,

The Third Lecture ot Bichartl T. B ooth— 
1,443 B lue Ribbons. 
The interest in the temperance meetings 
started in the M etropolitan Theater Sunday 
evening seems to be on the increase, and 
that Thespian temple is crowded nightly to 
listen to that world-renowned exponent of 
total abstinence, Richard T. Booth. Last 
night, as on each of the preceding even­ 
ings, the theater was crowded from “pit to 
dome,” and last evening it was quite a no­ 
ticeable fact that a large proportion of those 
present were young men. The choir of 
some 300 voices improve in tbeir music 
each evening, and is one of the most pleas­ 
ing features of the evening’s entertainm ent. 
Services were opened by the reading of the 
tenth Psalm by the Rev. Thomas Filben, 
followed by a prayer by the Rev. J. E. 


Rev. E. R. Dille, in a few opening re­ 
marks, said these meetings promised mucb, 
it was only the beginning of a great moral 
revolution in this city. W hat could be a 
more holy mission than that of rescuing 
fellow-men from this evil habit? Now is 
the time, he said, for those who had happy 
homes and bright-eyed children to put their 
shoulder to the wheel and 
rem ove th f. sn a re s an d p i t f a ll s 
T hat may destroy the happiness of the first 
and blast the hopes and ruin the life of the 
other. 
W ill you be the priest and the Le- 
vite to pass on the other side, or will you 
act the part of the good Samaritan, and tell 
them there is hope in God? Yet there are 
vonng who will not wear the blue ribbon. 
He may be all right yet. You who have 
marriageable daughters should see to it 
th at none such become your son-in-law. 
Get into line, swell the numbers, act well 
your part, for tbis tidal wave so auspi­ 
ciously started is going to roll through the 
streets of Sacramento until the wicked 
shall tremble. H e then; introduced Mr. 
Booth. 
The lecturer stated that this evening lie 
wonld lecture on the subject “ The Comic 
and Tragic Side of a D runkard’s Life.” The 
speaker said th at he expected to see a 
moral earthquake that is going to shake 
the kingdom of sin in this city, if we can 
only shake some people so they can take 
proper stand. H e said already 1,250 blue 
ribbons had been given ont. and the work 
was but just begun. 
[Applause ] Doesn t 
that tickle all the saloonists? 
[Laughter.] 
Of tbis num ber 216 were new signers to the 
pledge. 
[Applause.] H e said 
EVERY YOL'SG m as a n d e v e ry o ld m an 
In the city should sign that pledge, and 
would sign it when properly presented to 
tiiem by those whom they had reason to 
believe were their friends. 
W e m ust work 
at it, we m ust talk it, we m ust agitate 
it, we m ust show them 
tiie 
utility, 
beauty and glorv of it, and all will 
he 
reclaimed. 
If 
you 
don’t 
see 
it 
to-night it will not he’ my fault, but your 
misfortune. H e said every man, woman 
and child who sympathized in this move­ 
m ent should 
show their sym pathy by 
wearing the blue ribbon. It was like the 
measles—better when ont where everybody 
can see it. Gibbon,; in his admirable his­ 
tory of Rome, said at one tim e the slaves 
greatly outnumbered all the other in ­ 
habitants, and it was proposed to dress 
them all alike. “ No," said an em inent 
statesman, “ this would never do. They 
would theu discover th at they outnum ­ 
bered u s ; th at we were in the m inority, 
and our Government would not be safe for 
au instant.” 
If all the Christian people, 
all the 
abstainers in this comm unity, 
would go upon the street wearing this most 
honorable of all badges, they would know 
their strength, they would feel their power, 
and 
TH E RC M -SELLER WOULD TREM BLE 
A t the sight of it. Some Christians, some 
abstainers, refused to" wear the badge, yet 
they assert that no man sympathizes more 
deeply with this movement.

R ele ased A fter F ive M onths' Im p riso n ­ 
m en t in th e C ounty J a il. 
Several weeks ago Frank Marsh and B!u- 
ford Sexton were convicted in the Superior 
Court on a charge ef burglariously entering 
a residence at Folsom with intent to com­ 
m it rape. On the night of the occurrence, 
which was in last October, the defendants, 
accompanied by one Joseph French, were 
drunk and mistook the character of the 
house. 
They entered and took possession 
of a portion of it, but the ladies—there 
happened to be no men present—took 
refuge in the front rooms, the locks of 
which kept the rascally intruders out. The 
women were badly frightened, however, 
and were compelled to listen to much 
filthy langnage. 
Finally one of them es­ 
caped unseen, ran to a drug store and gave 
an alarm , which resulted in the men being 
arrested.

case 
French 
was acquitted. 
The evidence 
against the others was not sufficient to 
sustain the charge, but the jury, believing 
that they deserved punishm ent, brought in 
a verdict of guilty of bt»glary of the sec­ 
ond degree. Subsequently counsel for the 
defense moved for a new trial, and the mo­ 
tion was taken under advisem ent by Judge 
Armstrong, who, after several weeks, called 
the m atter up yesterday. 
H e intim ated 
that it wonld be but right to giant the m o­ 
tion for a new trial, as the verdict was not 
warranted by the evidence, which, how­ 
ever, would sustain a charge of aggravated 
disturbance of the peace and malicious 
mischief. 
H e appreciated the intention of 
the jurors to have the defendants pun­ 
ished, bnt believed that now. they having 
been in confinement over five m onths, it 
m ight be advisable for the District Attorney 
to move a dismissal of the action and the 
discharge of the prisoners. This was done, 
and the District A ttorney’s motion was 
granted by the Court. 


T he C hattield C ase. 
In D epartm ent Two of the Superior 
Court yesterday m orning the m atter of the 
estate of H . B. Chattield, deceased, in 
which some evidence was taken several 
weeks ago, came up for further hearing on 
the application of Richard Chattield to be 
appointed adm inistrator, in place of Thos. 
Chatfield, appointed a few years ago. A. 
L. H art and J. \V. Hughes appeared for 
the petitioner, and Beatty & Denson and 
Grove L. Johnson for the respondent. On 
the side of Richard Chatfield it is claimed 
that his father married a second wife in 
California before his first wife, m other of 
Richard and his brother Silas, was either 
dead or divorced, and that consequently 
the second marriage was void, and the chil­ 
dren by it illegitimate, neither they nor 
their m other having any claim upon the 
estate. 
Depositions were read yesterday to 
establish the fact of the marriage of H . B. 
Chatfield and Lucia Ferry in 1841, and that 
Richard Chaifield was their son, etc. J. H . 
Wolfe, a resident of Brighton, who was a 
Justice of the I’eace in 1870, testified to 
drawing a deed conveying the ranch near 
W alsh's station, in 1870 or 1871, from Jar- 
rett Kibbe to a party named Chatfield ; he 
was quite sure it was H . B. Chatfield. A 
document purporting to have been drawn 
by him, conveying the property from K ib­ 
be to “ Ames” E. Chatfield, and which is 
claimed by Thomas Chatfield to have been 
the original deed, his father having it made 
out in lavor of his m other instead of him ­ 
self, but the Justice by m istake in writing, 
the nam e “ Ames” instead of “ Amy” was 
introduced. 
Mr. Wolfe identified 
the 
writing and signature as his own, but when 
three other documents, purporting to be 
made out by him on the same day, were 
presented to him for identification, he de­ 
nied their validity, and declared his opin­ 
ion that all were forgeries, because he was 
confident that he drew up but one paper in 
which the Cliatfields were interested, oil 
that day. H . B. Chatfield, it will be re­ 
membered, disappeared immediately after 
he purchased the property, the price of 
which was about $6,000. 
It was subse­ 
quently sold by Mrs. Am y E. Chatfield 
to Robert Anderson for $16,000.

E D U C A T O R S IX C O U N C IL . 


Tfce C a lifo rn ia R e p r e s e n ta tiv e s A sto n ish 
T h e ir E a s te r n B re th re n . 
W ashington, March 15:h.—In the E du­ 
cational Convention, which is in progress 
here, Citv Superintendent Campbell, of 
O akland,’Cal., spoke of public education 
on the Pacific coast. 
He dwelt at some 
length 011 the night schools and their ad­ 
vantages, and paid attention to the needs 
of the large class which they met. 
In the 
early days of settlem ent in the West, he 
said, the East was, as a m atter of course, 
far ahead of the West in its facilities and 
its system of education : but be felt to-day 
that the W est had profited by the example 
of ihe East in reaching out for the very 
best educational facilities possible. 
An in ­ 
teresting and limited discussion followed 
by S. W aterman, of Stockton, Cal., and 
Prof. J. P. Fogg, of Eureka, Nev. 
Professor Campbell gave the Convention 
a description of the Normal, H igh and 
common school system of California, show­ 
ing the money appropriated for educational 
purposes in the State. In the m atter of 
elementary education, he paid a high tri­ 
buto to the services rendered by Mrs. 
Leland Stanford and Miss H attie Crocker, 
and astonished the Convention by telling 
the delegates that Mrs. Stanford alone sup­ 
ported a kinderga: ten giving rudim entary 
instruction to over 600 children. 
Sail 
Francisco, he ;aid, was the third city in 
the Union in the m atter of kin ergarten 
education. Campbell told the history of 
the donations by Lick, Sutro and Stanford 
to educational purposes on the coast, and 
gave it as his opinion that California was 
better adapted to the study of national 
sciences than any other State in the Union. 
Senator Stanford’s gift to the State for 
educational purposes, he declared, would 
aggregate thirty m illions. The Convention 
wa3 interested in Campbeli’s description of 
the founding of orphan asylums, insane 
¡.sylums. schools for deaf, dum b and blind, 
the establishm ent of public and private 
libraries, scientific societies, etc. The Con­ 
vention he invited to hold its next meeting 
in California. _____ ______

A BOMB ACTUALLY TH ROW N. 
P aris, March 15th.—The Inlranslgeant, 
H enri Rochefort’s paper, states that several 
persons have been arrested in St. Petersburg 
on a charge of engaging in a conspiracy 
against the life of the Czar last Sunday. 
T he paper adds that as the Czar was pass­ 
ing along the thoroughfare on his way to 
attend the services in commemoration of 
the death ot his father, a bomb was thrown 
at him , but for some reason it failed to ex­ 
plode, and that the persons arrested were 
concerned in the assassination plot. 


ANOTHER VERSION OK T H E STORY. 
London, March 15th.—The Russian Em ­ 
bassy in London has received dispatches 
confirming the reports of the discovery of a 
plot to assassinate the Czar, and of tiio ar­ 
rest of the ringleaders. These dispatches 
siy that no actual attem pt was made to kill 
the Czar, as the plot had been discovered 
before he left the palace. The British Gov­ 
ernment has received dispatches to the 
same effect from Sir R. D. Moricr, British 
Embassador at St. Petersburg. 


MORE INNOCENT PERSONS FOR SIB ER IA . 
London. March 15th.—A dispatch from 
St. Petersberg to the Dailp Mars eavs: 
W hile the Czar was returning from requiem 
services in the Cathedral of SL Peter and 
St. Paul a bomb attached to a cord-was 
thrown in his direction. The intention 
was to tighten the string, which was con­ 
nected with a mechanism, and thus ex­ 
plode the bomb: but before it could be ex­ 
ecuted the crim inal and his suspected 
accomplice were seized. It was found that 
they lived together in a lodging-house in a 
suburb of the city. The police visited this 
house, and discovered there a quantity of 
explosives and a num ber of revolutionary 
pamphlets. 
Over 200 persons have already 
been arrested in connection with the affair, 
and domiciliary visits are being made 
throughout the city. 
The German police had warned the Rus­ 
sian authorities that an attem pt was to be 
m ade against the Czar’s life, but the latter 
failed to trace the plotters. 
A telegram from V ienna confirms the 
news of the dispatch, and says that the 
bomb was throw n under the Czar's car­ 
riage. and that it was shaped like a book, 
so that it could be carried in the hand 
without exciting suspicion. 


T H E CZAR SHEDS TEARS. 
London, March 15th.—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch to the Times says that the route 
which was to have been taken by the Czar 
was crowded with gayly dressed people, 
Before the Im perial party started the 
police telegraphed that they had grave sus­ 
picions that violence wonld be attempted, 
and advised their Majesties to change their 
I route. 
Accordingly the royal partv drove 
by the way of Neva Quay, and the Czar 
I cried on hearing of the danger he had es­ 
caped. 
He did not learn the particulars 
| until he arrived at Gatschina Palace, 


i T H E MOST FORM IDABLE CONSPIRACY YET DIS­ 
COVERED. 
; 
London. March 15th.—The evidence ac­ 
cum ulated shows the conspiracy was the 


most dangerous ever discovered in Russia. 
Before the arrest of the students on whose 
persons the bombs were found, one of 
them declared that a revolutionary procla- 
tion would shortly be issued, calling on the 
people to rise in defense of their liberty 
and establish a government based on the 
will o f the nation.

A u s tria a n d O m n u i y M a k in g K la b o ra te 
P r e p a r a tio n s . 
London, March 15th.—The public are 
badly informed here of the preparations of 
Austria and Germany for im m ediate war. 
A correspondent just arrived from Cracow 
informs me that 10.000 men are engaged 
night and day in fortifying that place. 
Austria’s preparations for war are hercu­ 
lean, but late. 
Germany, on the other hand, is prepared 
to start a campaign to-morrow. A rm y con­ 
tracts are signed, officers have sealed m arch­ 
ing orders, and the expectation of an im ­ 
mediate war is alm ost universal. H er state 
of readiness is perfect, with not a gaiter 
button w anting to the equipm ent of the 
arm y. Business is completely suspended. 
Commercial relations have been so much 
disturbed that opinion favors the imm e­ 
diate release front the tension in Germany. 
N otwithstanding rum ors of the probable 
violation of Belgian territory, the feeling 
is that the cam paign will be conducted as 
in 1870 on the Alsace-Lorraine frontier. 
France is n jt so ready for war as Germany 
will be.

NOTABLE LIFE. 


C o n te m p o ra n e o u s W ith th e K n tire P e rio d 
o f A m e ric a n G o v e rn m e n t. 
On Thursday of last week a m an died at 
Keeler who liad a strange history. 
W alter 
O’Malley was long a resident of Inyo county 
and was a very old m an when he first came 
here. A nother old man, and pioneer of 
the county, Thom as McDonough, worked 
with 
O’Malley 
at 
Downieville. Sierra 
county, in 1851; and he says O’Malley was 
then an aid m an. A very short conversa­ 
tion with the deceased was enough to con­ 
vince anyone that he had received a liberal 
education in youth. 
H e spoke the French 
language fluently and with a good accent. 
W hen young he had been a good Latin 
scholar, though long neglect had let that 
language and literature become dim in his 
memory. 
H e was not m uch given to talk 
of his early life ; but the few now in Inyo 
county who ever heard him speak on that 
subject believe implicitly every word be 
said. None of these can remember that 
he ever named the year of his birth. As 
learned from his conversation from tim e to 
time, he was born in county Mayo, Ireland. 
H e was entered as a student at MayDOOth 
College, near Dublin, and got his education 
there. The disastrous ending o f the Irish 
rebellion in 1798 had not deterred others 
from plotting to get free of English tyrrany. 
Napoleon, in 1804, was declared Em peror 
of the French. The sanguine Irish people 
thought that the new Emperor and mighty 
conqueror might be induced to send them 
aid. Secret meetings were held and dele­ 
gates chosen to go to Paris and ask for 
help. The closest watch was kept of the 
Irish coast by English arm ed vessels ; but 
in a smuggling lugger the delegates msn- 
aged to elude the blockade, 
got to sea and 
reached the French coast in safety. Young 
O’Malley accompanied the delegates, and 
was adm itted with them to the presence of 
the Emperor. 
Napoleon amused the dele­ 
gates w ith vague promises; the camp at 
Boulogne had been formed ; a m ighty army 
was organized for the invasion of England, 
and only awaited the arrival of the French 
fleet, under Admiral Villeneuve, to attem pt 
a repetition of the exploit accomplished by 
Norman W illiam, seven hundred and thirty 
years before. 
But, alas for the hopes of 
Ireland, thedim inutive body that contained 
the m ighty soul of H oratio Nelson encoun­ 
tered Villeneuve ; the French fleet was de­ 
stroyed; the invasion ot'Engl and abandon­ 
ed ; the camp at Boulogne was broken up 
and Napoleon marched his arm y to Ulm 
and Atisterlitz. 
O’Malley prolonged his 
stay in France, not returning to his native 
land till some years alter the final downfall 
of Napoleon, in 1815. In 1834 he came to 
the United States, and was among the ad­ 
venturous men who rushed to California in 
1849. He became infatuated with prospect­ 
ing for gold and silver, and continued an 
eager prosnector up to within a very short 
time of his death. 
He was last at Inde­ 
pendence a little more than a year ago, and 
made the trip front Darwin, a distance of 
56 miles, oil foot. Such a story may he 
thought incredible. 
If true, O'Malley m ust 
have been very nearly, if not quite, as old 
as our republic. H e could hardly be less 
than 110 years old. 
It should be borne in 
mind that there is living and good evidence 
that he was a very old man at least tlprty- 
six years ago. 
More than one witness 
would testify that he was a truthful, hon­ 
orable man, not given to idle talk, nor yet 
prone to speak of himself. 
No one of these 
witnesses has the least doubt of the entire 
truth of bis story, however strange it may 
appear to others.—Ini/o Independent, March 
¡2th.
